Columbiana County voters w i l l 
help choose party candidates for 
district congressman, state sena­ 
tor and the district appellate court 
bench to run in the Nov. 4 general 
election. 
Nominees will be selected f o r 
18th District congressman, s t a t e 
senator in the 20th - 22nd District 
and the 7th District Court of Ap­ 
peals.

DURHAM, N.H. un — Secretary 
of State Dulles was enroute to 
Copenhagen today for a NATO 
conference at which he is expect­ 
ed to pick up fresh support for 
inspection plan despite a Russian 
veto Friday. 
Before taking off from Pease 
Air Force Base in nearby Ports­ 
mouth Friday night, Dulles brand­ 
ed as frightening the Soviet veto 
in the United Nations Security 
Council. 
“The result is tragic” but the 
United States will “refuse to be 
discouraged.” Dulles told 800 per­ 
sons attending an atomic power 
institute at the University of New 
Hampshire. 
At the choice of the Soviet 
Union, the fears and the risks 
continue,” 
Dulles 
said. 
“They 
continue for one reason alone, and 
that is because the Soviet Union 
rejects 
international 
inspection 
against surprise attack.” 
Dulles said “the significance of 
that is frightening. It means that 
at the will and choice of the Sov­ 
iet Union we shall have to go on 
living, on the edge of an awful 
abyss from which we could, so 
readily, be rescued if only the 
Soviet Union did not insist'on re­ 
taining for itself the possibility of 
massive surprise attack against 
us.” 
There have been reports t h e 
North Atlantic foreign ministers 
meeting, opening Monday in the 
Danish capital, will support the 
U.S. polar inspection plan in a 
public statement. 
Dulles also is expected to dis­ 
cuss with NATO ministers the 
U.S. position on preparation 
a summit conference.

Indicated As 
Under 3,500 


26 Candidates Out 
For Nominations In 
Voting On Tuesday 


Voter apathy is expected to hold 
down Columbiana County’s turn­ 
out at the primary elections Tues­ 
day to a maximum of 15,000 — 
about 25 per cent of the 60,000 
eligible. 
East Liverpool generally casts a 
quarter of the county’s vote, so tho 
turnout here is expected to fall be­ 
tween 3,000 and 3,500. 
At the last comparable primary— 
in May 1956—the county cast 12,667 
votes. A total of 8,842 Republicans 
and 3,825 Democrats went to the 
polls. The city’s vote was 3.589, 
comprised of 2,336 on the GOP 
slate and 1,253 Democrats. 
Selection of delegates to presi­ 
dential 
nominating 
conventions 
helped boost interest in 1956. Only 
one tax levy was at stake and only 
one will be decided Tuesday—in 
Middleton Township. 
The 151 polling places will open 
at 6.30 a. rn. and close at 6:30 
p. rn., Eastern Standard T i m e , 
which means 7:30 to 7:30 in com­ 
munities operating under Daylight 
Savings Time. 
The county has IO more pre­ 
cincts than at the November 1957 
general election. The polling areas 
were created by dividing those that 
had cast top-heavy vote in the 1956 
elections. Two of the new pre­ 
cincts are in East Liverpool and 
another is in Liverpool Township. 
East Liverpool now has 32 pre* 
cincts. 
Other new precincts were cre­ 
ated in Elkrun, Butler, Fairfield, 
Middleton, Salem and Unity Town­ 
ships. 
In East Liverpool, Precinct 2-F 
was split to create a new polling 
area, 2-J, and 3-E was divided 
to form 3-G. But the voters will 
go to their accustomed polling 
places. Both 2-F and 2-J will vote 
at the Emmanuel Presbyterian 
Church and 3-E and 3-G will use 
the Lincoln School building. 
Twenty-six candidates are seek­ 
ing nominations to county office- 
12 Republicans and 14 Democrats. 
The parties will name candidates 
for the unexpired term s of com­ 
missioner and Common P l e a s 
Court clerk and also will nominate 
a full-term commissioner, Common 
Pleas judge, county auditor and 
state representative. 
Although it’s a so - called “short 
ballot” year for county offices, the 
list of candidates is longer t h a n 
usual because two posts were left 
vacant by death or resignation. 
There are seven candidates — 
four Republicans and three Demo­

Packs,” a compressor and tw o 
new storage bottles. 
The department now has a total 
of eight air packs. This will raise 
the efficiency considerably, 
ac­ 
cording to David Anderson, assis­ 
tant chief. 
The new equipment was order­ 
ed April 4, the day after the city’s 
water filtration plant caught fire, 
by Safety - Service Director Dan 
Maggianetti. 
Firemen were hampered fight­ 
ing the blaze because of the chlo­ 
rine gas fumes and the air packs 
had to be transported to Wells­ 
ville for rejuvenation. 
The new compressor and stor­ 
age tanks now will allow this work 
to be done at Central Station. The 
compressor should be in operation 
by next week, firemen said.

handle. 
The dark-side preachers can be very per­ 
suasive w'hen they put their minds to it. 
They always make the most of their op­ 
portunity—but they always have been wrong 
This country's history is a serial story of 
their 
wrong-headedness 
and 
the 
ultim ate 
trium ph of the optimists they ridiculed and 
reviled. 
They jeered at the colonists who optimist­ 
ically set out to throw off the yoke of a 
heavy-handed British monarch. They laughed 
at George Washington’s tattered army.

can aviation.” 
Congratulations came, too, from 
Gen. John J. Pershing; from a 93- 
year-old New Yorker named Ezra 
Meek. who recalled crossing the 
country by ox-team 71 years earlier 
and from other thousands of Am er­ 
icans, many of whom had peered 
with awe from the windows of citv 
apartm ents and the doors of farm s 
across the land at the giant plane 
which had flown overhead the pre­ 
vious night. 
The heroes of the day were two 
young arm y lieutenants. Oakley G. 
Kelly and John A. Macready. The 
date* was May 3. 1923. And the oc­ 
casion was the first coast-to-coast, 
non-stop airlig h t — New \ ork to 
San Diego, 2,517 miles in 26 hours, 
50 minutes. 
It recalls, that date 35 years ago. 
a time when American technical 
suprem acy was unchallenged. The 
two young men. acting largely on 
their 
own 
initiative, 
had 
“ put 
America far in the lead in distance 
flying,” as editorials noted. 
And. the New York Times com­ 
mented. Lts. M acready and Kelly 
“ have done pioneer work for the 
Post Office mail service and gen­ 
erally for civil aviation. They have 
proved that all-night flying is prac­ 
ticable. They have confirmed Brig. 
Gen. (Billy) Mitchell’s 
judgment 
that the continent can be crossed 
‘on 
a 
definite 
schedule 
of 
27 
hours.’ ” 
With today’s jammed airlanes. it 
seems improbable that a 
cross­ 
country flight was ever made with­ 
out sighting other aircraft. 
With 
today’s instrum ent flying, it is dif­ 
ficult to picture 
an 
airplane 
in 
which the only instrum ent was a 
compass. 


AND WITH today's widespread 
use of radar and other technical 
aids, it seems inconceivable that 
pilots could 
span 
the 
continent 
guided only by f l a r e s at night, 
landm arks by day, with: “No land­ 
ing fields, 
no 
weather 
reports, 
nothing.” as M acready. who retir­ 
ed as a colonel in 1948, recalled 
the other day. 
But then it would seem in the 
realm of ancient history that in­ 
formed experts would scoff at the 
idea of non-stop, coast - to - coast 
flights. 
Kelly and Macready faced all 
these problems as young men with 
a dream in the early '20's. Both 
had entered what was then the 
Army Air Service in 1917, had 
flown five years without serious 
mishap and were stationed at Mc­ 
Cook Field in Dayton. 
Kelly 
faced 
ridicule 
for 
two 
years while he talked and dream ­ 
ed of the coast-to-coast flight. This 
continued even as he and Mac- 
ready formed a team which soon 
broke world air records. (On April 
17. 1923. for example, they stayed 
in the air for 36 hours, 5 minutes 
and 20 seconds, flying a triangular 
course for a sustained flight m ark. 
They broke the distance record at 
2.060 miles and upped it to 2,541.2 
m iles.) 
Other pilots saw in them a per­ 
fect team ; Kelly, impetuous and 
daring; Macready, somewhat old­ 
er. a stabilizing influence. But the 
coast-to-coast flight was laughed 
at, even when Kelly decided he 
had found the right plane for the 
attem pt — a converted Fokker T-2. 
designed for eight-passenger trans-

Nov. 4. 1922. Kelly and Macready 
made their first attem pt. They set 
off from San Diego — where both 
had 
received 
their 
training 
at 
Rockwell Field 
They chose that 
date since it was the night of a 
full moon, on which they depend­ 
ed for light. 


SHORTLY AFTER they took off, 
they 
developed 
engine 
trouble. 
They pushed ahead — incredibly. 
In an effort to keep the engine 
from burning out, they poured all 
their coffee, soup and condensed 
milk into the radiator. They were 
nearly killed as winds tossed the 
weakened 
craft 
a r o u n d 
the 
Rockies. They once cleared a bluff 
at 6.000 feet by three feet. “No 
two men were closer to death,” 
reported Kelly. They were finally 
forced down at Schoen Field, In­ 
dianapolis. 
Both were shaken by the failure. 
But both also were 
braced. 
Six 
months later, they were in New 
York City for another try, their 
plane specially equipped to carry 
737 gallons of gas. 
Failure stared them in the face 
again. After an hour the motor still 
failed to function fully. They flew 
the first 20 miles at an altitude of 
less than 400 feet. Then a regulator 
cut out. 
“ This was heartbreaking.” said 
Kelly. “ Unless we could repair it 
in flight, we had to turn back.” 
While Kelly flew. Macready re­ 
moved the switch and repaired it. 
That ended the mechanical diffi­ 
culties. 
They 
alternated 
at 
the 
wheel every six hours. They were 
nearing 
Indianapolis, 
following 
railroad tracks, when darkness set 
in. They flew over Dayton to St 
Louis, at 2.000 feet, trusting solely 
in their compass. 
As they headed for the Missouri 
River, a light rain fell. By pre­ 
arrangem ent, flares were lighted 
in code to show them which com­ 
munities they passed but clouds ob­ 
scured the land. As they crossed 
the 
Missouri, 
the 
moon 
broke 
through. 
They crossed Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas by night, as 
sleepy heads popped from houses 
below and wondered at the great 
bird attem pting what had 
never 
been done. Dawn broke near Tu­ 
cum cari, N M., and Kelly shouted 
out loud when he spotted the Tu­ 
cumcari cem etery — grim, but a 
landm ark each was fam iliar with. 
For, in spite of a strong wind 
through the night, this showed they 
had not veered a fraction of a mile 
from their course — “ a marvel of 
airm anship.” said the Times. Mac- 
ready recalled that from the mom­ 
ent “We crossed the Rio Grande 
till we neared Phoenix, we did not 
sight a single human being.” 


THERE WAS another difficult 
moment. "M acready was at the 
wheel,” Kelly said, “ and he had to 
duck and dodge down canyons and 
ravines and over plateaus to find 
an altitude through which we could 
head aver Phoenix. A pathway . . . 
was found and the worst of the 
trip was over.” 
They landed in San Diego at 
12:56 p.m. 
Pacific Coast Time. 
Factory whistles and those of ships 
in the great harbor bellowed a wel­ 
come. Officers, enlisted men and 
civilians at the field broke 
into 
cheers and Maj Henry H. Arnold, 


who greeted them, said, “ the im­ 
possible has happened.” 
The presidential and other greet­ 
ings followed. Dinners were held 
throughout the land for the intrepid 
pair. But today, 
35 years 
after 
their great triumph, neither plans 
any sort of celebration. 
Both retired as colonels in 1948. 
Colonel Kelly lives in El Cajon. 
Calif., and says, “ I haven't missed 
the airplane in any way. ‘I’m per­ 
fectly happy in my back yard, 
tending my garden.” 
Colonel Macready lives about 350 
miles to the north, in Merced, and 
has a cattle ranch near Yosemite. 
He says “ everything we did then 
is 
totally obsolete 
now. 
Every­ 
thing’s changed so much — what's 
it going to be like in the next 35 
years?” 
The two last saw each other the 
past autumn when they attended 
an Air Force 50th anniversary cele­ 
bration in Washington, D C. They 
flew as passengers on a military 
air transport service plane and Col. 
Kelly said: 
“Things 
haven’t 
changed 
so 
much. We had motor trouble then 
(35 years ago) and we had it com­ 
ing back from Washington. Only 
difference is. we repaired ours in 
the air. They don't do that now.” 
But if both feel, as they say they 
do, left behind by technological ad­ 
vances since World War II. they 
must still take pride in recalling 
that day when they rewrote avia­ 
tion history by. in Col. M acready’s 
phrase, “ Striking out into the total­ 
ly unknown.”

The original plan,

the Democratic leadership, would 
have put the federal government in 
the position of handing out funds 
to those who are customarily idle 
or who do not wish to work and 
hence are ineligible for unemploy­ 
m ent insurance. 


Likewise, under the Democratic 
leadership plan, the federal gov­ 
ernm ent was to make grants to 
the states, whereas President Ei­ 
senhower had proposed that loans 
be made which the states would 
repay in four years. These loans 
would finance a 50 per cent exten­ 
sion of payments to the unemploy­ 
ed who are covered by regular un­ 
employment 
compensation 
pro­ 
gram s. 


The President’s plan, which was 
accepted by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, calls for a choice by 
the states as to whether they wish 
to extend unemployment benefits 
beyond the period normally pro­ 
vided. They can have federal help 
if they want it. 
On the roll call vote on the P res­ 
ident’s plan, there were 223 votes 
in favor and 165 against. But the 
division in parties is interesting to 
note. There were 163 Republicans 
and 60 Democrats voting for the 
administration plan and 148 Demo­ 
crats and 17 Republicans 
voting 
against it. 


THIS MEANS that, on proposals 
that could disturb the confidence 
of men in business and finance 
with respect to the future of the 
government’s fiscal position, there 
is likely to be a conservative m a­ 
jority in Congress to block the 
passage of any unsound provisions. 
Ever since the recession began 
to reach serious proportions and 
the Democratic leaders started to 
propose all sorts of laws that would 
run up government spending to 
fantastic heights and produce de­ 
ficits of unprecedented size, there 
has been uneasiness in financial 
and business circles as to what 
Congress — with both houses con­ 
trolled by the Democrats — might 
do. In fact, one of the reasons for 
the rise recently of an anti-radical 
or conservative tide in 
America 
has been the fear of what laws 
the Democrats might enact if they 
had c o m p l e t e control of all 
branches of the government. This 
is prim arily a fear of runaway in­ 


flation. with a consequent deprecia­ 
tion of the purchasing power of the 
dollar. 
In next autum n's elections for 
Congress, persons with fixed in­ 
comes will look more closely than 
ever before at the candidates to 
determine whether they are on the 
conservative side. 
It is significant that Sen. Knowl- 
and, Republican, who is running 
for governor of California, is in 
the forefront of the fight to pre­ 
serve the dollar’s value so that 
persons with fixed incomes will not 
suffer. There are many millions of 
retired persons living on pensions 
in the State of California. 


IT IS SIGNIFICANT also that 
Rep. A. S. Herlong. Jr. (D-Fla.i- 
another state where 
there is 
a 
large population living on fixed in­ 
comes — piloted the adm inistra­ 
tion m easure through the House. 
His bill was offered as a substitute 
for that of the regular Democratic 
leadership. 
There are normally about 2.600.- 
000 persons in the “ labor force” of 
the country who do not work regu­ 
larly or who do not wish to work. 
They, too, can be called “ unem­ 
ployed” but each state has its own 
standards for determining just who 
may be classified as unemployed 
from the standpoint of being eligi­ 
ble for unemployment compensa­ 
tion. The Democrats planned to do 
what has never been done since 
the whole unemployment insurance 
system was set up — to give 
money to idle persons who are in­ 
eligible for the insurance benefits. 
This would have cost several bil­ 
lions. 
There are at present only about 
34 million persons who receive un­ 
employment insurance. This is an 
increase of two million over what 
it was a year ago. Those who are 
eligible for unemployment insur­ 
ance — paid out of funds built up 
by a payroll tax — get about $30 a 
week. In some states, the period 
for such payments runs as much 
as 26 weeks. 


UNDER THE PLAN passed by 
the House, the states may extend 
this by 16 additional weeks. But 
the money paid now must be re­ 
paid in four years or else the pay­ 
roll taxes in those states would 
automatically be raised $4.50 a 
year per working employe to re­ 
pay the debt. The Democrats want­ 
ed to give out the money irrespec­ 
tive of eligibility under state rules 
and the federal government was 
to foot the whole bill. 
Special credit is due Representa­ 
tive 
Howard 
Smith, 
(D-Va) 
a 
staunch conservative who was the 
first to call the plan 
a 
“ dole ” 
Around him rallied many other 
Democrats, mostly from the South. 
So long as a coalition of this 
kind dominates the House of Rep­ 
resentatives — and it certainly 
would seem to be true also of the 
Senate — fear of a runaway infla­ 
tion through ill-conceived plans to 
dole out federal money will be 
dispelled.

Subsidy For Ships, l oo

The case being put before Con­ 
gress 
and 
the 
Interstate 
Com­ 
m erce Commission by the revenue 
starved railroads is being watched 
closely by executives of the ship­ 
ping industry. If the railmen get 
tax 
relief, 
subsidies 
and 
other 
assistance from the federal govern­ 
ment, it is expected that shippers 
and shipbuilders will beat a path 
to Capitol Hill before the year is 
out. 
The largest casualty in the U.S. 
Merchant Marine is the privately 
owned tanker fleet. With a depress­ 
ed worldwide oil m arket and U.S. 
cutbacks in oil imports, American 
flag active tanker tonnage is at 
its lowest level in a decade. 
On Jan. I. 1958, the U.S. tanker 
fleet consisted of 328 ships, with a 
total of 5,783,113 deadweight ton­ 
nage. This was 13 fewer ships than 
in 1957. Also, the year opened with 
close to a half-million deadweight 
tons, or IO per cent of the total, 
lying idle. Currently, at least 30 
tankers, one in IO, 
lay-up 
each 
month because of lack of cargo. 
The situation is even less cheer­ 
ful 
in 
other 
respects. 
Three- 
quarters of the U.S. tankers were 
built between 1941 and 1945. Since 
the normal life of a tanker is 20 
years, most of them will soon have 
to be scrapped. According to the 
American Merchant Marine Insti- 
ture, 80 per cent of the present 
tanker fleet will be obsolete soon 
after January. 1961. 
The prospect of replacing 260 
tankers in the next three to seven 
years is not bright. Only 74 tankers 
are now on order and many of 
these will not be sent down the 
ways until 1960. 
Moreover, 
the 
trend 
is 
away 
from big tankers. A large number 
of the ships on order or under con­ 
struction are between 10.000 and 
20,000 deadweight tons, with a few 
ranging as high as 40,000. 
The jigger tankers are being 
cancelled. Most spectacular of the 
cancellations was the 106,000 dead­ 
weight ton tanker order by ship­ 
ping m agnate A. S. Onassis earlier 
this year at Bethlehem's Quincy 
(Mass.) Shipyards. 
The charter m arket is equally 
depressed. 
Rates 
or 
chartering 
tankers have been losing ground 
steadily since last winter, report­ 
edly the worst season in our years. 
Only coastwide shipping, restricted 
to American lag tankers, has held 
charter rates above a workable 
minimum. 
While chartering is weak, with 
no sign of strength on the horizon, 
the rparket or second hand tank­ 


ers is possibly the most dismal of 
all. Between January and Decem­ 
ber, 1957, foreign flag T-2 tanker 
prices dropped from a high of 4 4 
million 
dollars 
(boosted by the 
Suez crisis) to a low of $840,000, 
according to a leading ship brok­ 
erage firm. American flat T - 2 
tankers brought $1,200,000 this win­ 
ter. representing less than half the 
asking price of a year ago. 
Because of their national defense 
role, shoppers and shipbuilders be­ 
lieve they can ask for — and g e t- 
some measure of relief from Con­ 
gress, as soon as the railroaders 
set a precedent.

An evaluation of the school pro­ 
gram and faculty must include a 
self - appraisal by the staff and 
some 60 per cent of the city school 
leachers flatly believe their teach-j 
mg is improving year by year. 
Most of the remainder say they 
are trying to improve, or think 
they are improving. 
About 5 per cent answering a 
questionnaire on their teaching said 
they found it a struggle to main­ 
tain earlier standards of teaching 
they held, while another group ol 
8 per cent indicated uncertainty in 
failure to provide answers. 
Of those answering, around 25 
per cent pinpointed improvement 
on further educational courses in 
which they had enrolled, more than 
half of these specifically mention-; 
mg college courses, the rest citing 
"educational courses 
or 
sum­ 
mer sessions 
Another group of about IO per 
cent of the teachers attributed con­ 
tinued improvement to their read­ 
ing latest magazines and litera-l 
ture on educational methods and 
classroom techniques, while some 
15 per cent said experience pro­ 
vided a daily step toward better­ 
ment of their teaching 


SOME statements from t h o s e 
who questioned their improvement! 
included:

"My standards are lower, I think.

Farmers To Plant 


The district’s balmy weather last 
month saw a high temperature of 
83. according to the monthly re­ 
port of Edwin Copeland of Mill­ 
port. U. S. weather observer. 
He said that 66 per cent of the 
days in April were filled with sun­ 
shine — permitting farmers to 
plant oats on schedule. 
The average temperature f o r 
April over a 65-year period is 47.5 
degrees while the mean last month 
was 49.3 — warmer than average— 
but under the 50.6 mean of April 
1957. 
“The spring planting of oats was 
ahead of schedule due to the dry 
conditions and the above average 
days of sunshine,” Copeland said. 
Last month’s low was 18 degrees 
on April 9. 
Rainfall last month also showed 
an increase over the 65-year aver­ 
age, totaling 4.38 inches, close to 
the 4.43 inches of precipitation in 
April last year. 
The average rainfall is 3.08 inch­ 
es with the wettest April in 1901, 
7.39 inches. The driest April was 
in 1941 when only 0.73 inch was re­ 
corded, Copeland said. 
“The 2V2-inch rain which fell in 
the district last Sunday until Tues­ 
day was a relief for the dry con­ 
ditions of the last few months,” 
Copeland said, adding that ‘‘we are 
hoping to have above average rain­ 
fall in May to replenish the short­ 
age which hit the area during the 
winter.”
